MOSCOW 'A D — 111610 have 
been two important developments 
in the Soviet Union in the past 
months which may spell out what 
might he a real change here. One 
wa? on the stage and one was in 
agriculture. 
The agricultural affair made 
headlines because Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev got into the act. The 
©'her has been noted only by the 
limited number of people who go 
to shows in Moscow. 
For the first time that anybody 
here can remember, actors have 
been doing satiric skits about gov­ 
ernment workers and regulations, 
and about the unending propagan­ 
da And they are doing it with a 
certain degree of official approval 
•-sn far 
There was a sort of revue which 
started in January full of jibes 
aimed at rich jobholders, bribe­ 
takers. food queues and do gooder 
propaganda 
Maria 
Miranova. 
middleaged 
and sprightly, and her husband. 
Alexander Menaker, took most of 
the parts. As soon as the show 
opens in the Theater Strada < va­ 
riety* the actors start kidding pub- 
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lie officials who tell people what 
they should see and read. 
"Why should you bother about 
wha1 you want to see and what 
you don t want to see in the 
theater?” asked Menaker from 
the stage. 
"There was a big 
article published in one of the 
papers recently and it says it. 
comrade.” 
"But I would rather decide for 
myself.” replied an actor planted 
in the audience. "I should like to 
see plays about personal prob­ 
lems. about things that happen to 
people like me ” 
“ You're not suppo'cd to be in­ 
terested in personal problems of 
everyday life any more,” retorted 
Menaker onstage. “ You are above 
it.** 
Tn another skit about a house­ 
wife. 
Maria 
.Miranova 
began: 
"sorry for not ha\ mg my notes 
with me but all the thoughts are 
my ow n ” It got a giggle from 
the audience 
Then there was a skit about 
bribe-takers. A man walks into n 
tailor shop with material for a 
suit and hands it rn along with a 
I OO-ruble note to get better and 
faster tailoring. 
"What ii this,” demands the 
tailor, "a bribe'’ I ’ll call the di­ 
rector immediately ” Then. after 
a pause, "he takes bribes, too.” , 
We were seated in the front row 
with our interpreter.

"Not at all.” said Maria Mir­ 
onova "It has aready been ap­ 
proved by the cultural antholite' 
They liked it. They changed a few 
words and lines, but very' little 
"We thought you were provin­ 
cial actors trying to steal our 
lines. It upset me terribly at one 
point.” 


Now to the agricultural affair. 
The important development here 
was that ’ 18 000 Soviets working 
rn Khrushchev s pet virgin lands 
arca of Kazakhstan put down their 
tools because of tough working 
conditions 
That factor, coupled 
with mismanagement in the whole 
Kazakhstan plaiting and harvest­ 
ing season last year brought dis­ 
aster to one Communist leader. 
He was Nikolai Belyaev who, 
trom a job roughly equivahnt to 
governor of one of the biggest 
chunks of land in the Soviet 
I mon. wa* busted down Jo the 
party chairmanship of a little re­ 
gion the size of an American 
county It happened after Khrush­ 
chev had given him a public bawl- 
ing-out. 
Part of the trouble was that 38- 
W0 young men from western Hus- 
'ia who had been sent to the virgin 
lands to help build them up quit 
their job? and returned home An­ 
other inn ooo found working <on 
ditions so di'agreeablc under Bel­ 
yaev ' regime that they staged a 
sort of non violent letdown This 
was icported in public some time 
ago when Dinmukhamed A Kun­ 
aev took over from Belyaev and 
told ail at a formal meeting 
lf doc'n t take much backtrack 
mg to recall a time when at least 
a ma mw portion of the 138 000 un­ 
happy workers would have given 
a long second thought before quit­ 
ting work, lf it had happened un­ 
der Si aim the story likely wou.d 
have been vastly different. 


Bnf now the man blamed for 
mismanagement was busied, not 
>hot, and the men who kicked up 
their heels—well, so far there is1 
not the slightest indication that 
’hey have been puni'led. Instead.! 
better housing, more clothes, bet­ 
ter food picture ‘-hows and radio* 
have been promised them on a 
speeded up schedule. 
Like the satires in the Moscow 
theater, that represents a com id- 
erable change in these parts.

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Steel Pattern For 
Federal Workers? 


The Eisenhower administration is not being 
allowed to forget its part in last year's steel 
strike negotiations and the wage increases that 
em erged in the final settlement. 
The A F L .- 
C I.O. Government Employes Council will say 
‘ me. too” on Monday at its national legislative 
conference in Washington. 


The G E C. has launched an all-out cam ­ 
paign for a federal pay raise for some 550.0(H) 
postal workers and nearly 2.000.000 classified 
government em ployes. Its pay proposals, union 
officials say. are patterned on the steel strike 
settlement. 


Congressional leaders a^d the “steel team ” 
of Vice President Richard M. Nixon and Labor 
Secretary James P. Mitchell have been invited 
to attend the conference. 
After the speeches, 
som e 4.000 delegates will descend on Capitol 
Hill to make personal pitches to their Congress­ 
men. 
Indications are that the postal workers, at 
least, will obtain som e kind of increase, al­ 
though less than the hike of up to 22 per cent 
proposed in one bill under consideration in the 
House Post Office and Civil Service Committee. 
At recent hearings the administration informed 
Congress that it sees “no justification” for boost­ 
ing salaries of either classified or postal workers. 
Complicating the federal pay question is 
the $500 million annual 
Post 
Office deficit, 
which the President wants to erase by increas­ 
ing mail rates on first-class letters, post cards 
and air mail. The G E C . is trying to .separate 
the wage and revenue issues, hut has tacitly 
acknowledged the connection by going on record 
in favor of the recom m ended postal rate increase 
to help finance the $665 million a year cost of 
the proposed pay raise for the postal workers 
alone. 
President Eisenhower in 1957 vetoed pay 
raise legislation for postal and other federal 
em ployes, partly because Congress had failed to 
approve 
compensating 
increases 
in 
postage 
rates. In 1958. Congress apparently had learned 
its lesson; it raised postage rates by about $550 
million a year and the .salaries of postal workers 
by $265 million annually.

The Right To Know 


Tovarish Nikita Sergeivich Khrushchev: 
I .see by the newspapers that you are in a quarrel 
with my colleague. Bill Hearst. You may imagine that 
he. in some manner, is my Boss because my articles 
appear in some newspapers owned by the Hearst Cor­ 
poration. You believe that I must write what he wants 
m e to and therefore that we have no freedom of the 
press. 
One of your m ajor difficulties is that you are too 
conferval-ve. too inflexible. 
If you really wanted to 
know what a free press is. you should have tried to 
find out when you were here 
Bill Hearst is a pretty 
good man. as editors and publishers go, but he has 
yet to tell a columnist what to write or what not to 
write 
Only a fool would try to do that in this country 


For Instance, my work is published in many 
newspapers daily. 
Some of these newspapers are 
Republican, Democratic or of no party. Some like 
what I write and som e dislike what I write. 
P er­ 
sonally I do not know many of my editor*. 


Can you understand what I am saying to you’ 
Why do they publish what I write or w’hat Drew 
Pearson or Joseph Alsop or Walter Lippmann writes? 
It is only because they believe that their readers 
have the right to read what we say. Obviously when 
a man such as any one of us has so m any editors and 
publishers, he cannot please all of them or even most 
of them. 
Nor can they tell him what to say. 
What 
pleases one. may be hateful to another. So a w riter 
is free as a bird to be wise or stupid, truthful or faLe, 
conceited or humble, honest or corrupt. In due course, 
the voice of the people will determine whether he 
should continue or not. 
This is freedom of the press — part of it. 
You 
question whether anyone can write in the Hearst press 
what Bill Hearst does not like 
To say nothing more 
about myself. I read much in the Hearst press that 
Bill Hearst does not like and much in the Scripps- 
Howard press that Roy Howard does not like and in 
other newspapers that I am sure the owners are not 
pleased with 
I hope you grasp what I am telling you 
Back in 
the early days of the Revolution, in 1917 and 1918. I 
was an editor of the ‘ Russian Daily News' in Petro- 
grad 
I attended the Constituent Assembly and as my 
m em ory of faces goes. I did not see you there 
I saw 
I>enin, Trotzky, Zinoviev. Kollantai. Stalin and m any 
others in the good old days of the Smolny. You must 
have been a young fellow then in the Ukraine 
So the 
wheel of life turns—they are all dead now and you are 
on the top of the heap 
My little paper was anti-Bolshevik, even after 
Keren>ky went to Gatchina 
So one day. the Bed 
G uards came along and closed the paper down 
Nu. 
there was nothing to do. 
So. in due course. I was 
put on a train which ended its journey at Harbin 
It would have been better for Russia had my little 
newspaper not been shut down 
You would have had 
real opposition and that is good for the soul 
You 
know. as well as I do. that toward the end of his life. 
Stalin was suffocated by yeses. A man who can only 
hear the word. yes. must become unbalanced, because 
there must be some noes in life. That is why Stalin 
had to kill his colleagues. 


In Ibis country, we talk about the “ right lo 
know " In fart, at the moment there it quitF a 
quarrel between the newspaper* and the govern­ 
ment about the “ right to know.” The newspapers 
ask. “ Who are these temporarily important men 
In the government who say that they are entitled 
to determine what the people should or should not 
know about their government?" 


On the other hand, m any in the government, par­ 
ticularly the military personnel, would like to limit 
what the people should know because they are afraid 
that you will find out som e secrets. 
You know that 
th at is a stupid attitude. 
You have so many spies 
here and such able ones, that you find out most things 
pretty quickly. 
Nu. be of good health and don't let your colleagues 
gel you.

Nuclear Test Accord: The Unspoken Reasons 


WASHINGTON 
It is well wor’h taking a look 
at the real reasons why Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and Secretary 
of Stat# Herter decided to go a 
long way to m eet the Soviets, in 
the negotiations for a ban on nu­ 
clear tests. 
These unspoken reasons begin 
with Secretary Herter's strong in­ 
stinct that the continuous, com­ 
petitive development of nuclear 
and other modern weapons is an 
automatically dangerous business. 
This does not m ean that the 
Secretary is not an advocate of 
a strong national defense. E ar 
more than his predecessor, the 
late John Foster Dulles. Herter 
believes in the Churchillian rule, 
“ arm to negotiate.” But Herter 
also believes, very clearly, that 
human wisdom m ay not always 
be sufficient to control the .situa­ 
tion. if the great powers go on 
piling m ore and more terrible 
instruments of destruction on the 
stocks of such instruments which 
they already possess. 
Those who hold this belief may 
be skeptical of the fruitfulnesv of 
disarm am ent negotiations. Herter 
and the others like him would 
have to forget the whole history 
of the last half-century in order 
not to be skeptical 
They m ay also insist, as Hrr- 
ter insists, that any disarmam ent 
scheme must he fully controlled 
and inspected But they still feel 
a moral compulsion to try to nego­ 
tiate for disarm am ent. 
They think the effort has to be 
made, 
however 
toilsome 
and 
hopeless it may seem, because 
they also suspect 
that 
if 
the 
world goes on as it has been go­ 
ing. the world may blow itself up 
by accident. And this suspicion 
that the world may end b> blow­ 
ing itself up by accident also af­ 
fects the way they weigh nego­ 
tiating risks. 
In the present instance for ex­ 
ample. 
Secretary 
Herter was 
ready to risk agreement with the 
Soviets on a one-vear m orator­ 
ium on undetectable underground 
nuclear tests, because he thought

the risk of such an uninspected 
moratorium 
was less than the 
risk of a rigid attitude. 


The chief reason for this judg­ 
ment, in turn, was the unani­ 
mous advice of the government 
Soviet experts, both in Moscow 
and in Washington 
All of them 
advised that the negotiations for 
a ban on nuclear tests had now 
roached what the policy-makers 
call “ the litmus paper stage.” 


In other 
words, the 
Soviets 
were expected to conclude that 
this country was not negotiating 
in good faith, if we rejected out 
of hand the Sov iet proposal for an 


inspected treaty covering detect­ 


able tests, plus an agreem ent for 
a moratorium on tests that are 
as yet undetectable. This would 
have led to final break down of 
the negotiations for nuclear test 
ban. And this, 
in turn, would 
have absorbed our effort to nego- 
tiate for general disarm am ent, 
before that effort could really get 
under way. 
The “ litmus paper” argum ent 
was strongly 
reinforced 
by 
a 
more general political argum ent. 
In brief, the Soviet experts think 
there are even deeper divisions 
of opinion in the Kremlin than in

Walsh, former attorney general 
of Maryland, and now an attor­ 
ney in Cumberland and Balti­

“ Next Saturday I will be 70 and 
next April 30 he will be 69.” 
Walsh said. “ I only want to help 
my brother, not to hurt him.”
